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ST. LOUIS SAYS FAREWELL

AND THE PRESIDENT SIARTS 
FOR CHICAGO. 

ANOTHER DAY OF WILD ENTHUSIASM 
FOR ST. LOUISANS—A RECEPTION, AN 
EXCURSION, AND A BALL. 

St. Louis, Oct. 4.—Before 9 o’cleck this 
morning the President announced that he was 
ready for the public reception at the Court 
House. Meanwhile the Commercial Travelers’ 
Club formed on Washington-avenue, all uni- 
formed in soft white hats and Cleveland badges, 
marched by the Lindell, and were reviewed by 
the President. The organization carried ban- 
ners with words of welcome, and cheered the 
President enthusiastically. At the rotunda of 
the Court House art and nature had been liber- 
ally drawn upon to furnish material for the 
decorations, and the final effect was superb. 
From the floor to the topmost balcony the archi- 
tectural features of the rotunda were hidden 
by immense banks of flowers, evergreens, 
and waving flacs) From the centre of 
the dome, at a vast height, hung a huge 
basket of flowers, from which in every direction 
appeared American flags. The great crowd be- 
gan to file in, the city officials first and then 
every-day citizens. For an hour and a half the 
President shook hands with the people and 
spoke kindly toali. The people from the coun- 
try were the most demonstrative. “As an 
old soldier I thank you for the veto,” a 
man who had seen service said as he 
shook the President’s hand and passed on. 
The crowd was pushing in too rapidly to per- 


mit many remarks and the tall policeman sta- 
tion opposite the President permitted uo linger- 
ing. Clerk of the Circuit Court, Philip H. Zepp, 
stood at the rotunda entrance reminding men 
as they entered to remove their hats and Jury 
Commissioner Carlisle, assisted the police in 
keeping the linein motion. Old ladies who had 
stood for hours outside the Court House door, 
were particularly prone to_ bestow bless- 
lngs upon the President. He was at no 
time brilliant in ‘his replies to the speeches, but 
Was always quick and ready. “The first Pres- 
ident I ever saw,” a middle-aged wan, evidently 
American born, said. “Hope you'll live to see 
mauy more,” wasthe reply. ‘ Getting tired?” a 
considerate Democrat asked. ‘Not at all.” 
“My brother’tl vote for you next time,” a wom- 
ansaid asshe gave the handa grip. ‘he Pres- 
ident bowed and smiled in a way that made the 
vote a settled thing. A doting father thrust 
‘forward his 10-year-old boy saying proudly: 
“This is a young Democrat.” ‘He looks like 
it,” the President replied. 

At 10:30 o’clock “time” was called and the 
party took carriages for the boat at the foot of 
Chestnut-street. Mra. Cleveland was punctual, 
and aiong the route to the levee the cheering 
Was continuons. The carriage was driven to the 
wharf, where the stezamboat Baton Rouge, one 
of the largest of the Anchor Line boats, was 
lying fast tied, with steamjup, ready to depart. A 
carpet had been spread across the deck from the 
gaugplank to the foot ofthe stairway. The Cav- 
airy Depot Band, in full uniform, under the lead- 
ersbip of Bandmaster Lewis, stood opposite the 
gaugway. It struck upalively inarch as Mra. 
Cleveland appeared on Mayor Francis’s arm and 
walked between the lines of committeemen, who 
stvod with uncovered heais on either side of the 
pathway. The remainder of Mr. Cleveland’s 
party quickiy alighted from their carriages aud 
went on board. Then the gangplank was hauled 
tm, the lines thrown off, and as the cannon on the 
forward deck burst forth in asalute the boat 
swung out into the river and headed down 
stream. The crowd on the levee set 
up a shout, and the whistles on the 
boats along the wharves seut up a shrill 
salute. Mrs. Cleveland was taken directly to 
the cabin, which had been very prettily decor- 
ated. Stands of fiowering plants adorned the 
sides, and on the tables in the centre were vases 
of cut flowers. She and her husband were very 
s0ou taken to the upper deck by the committee, 
where 2 seat had been placed just behind the 
big bell for Mrs. Cleveland. Thousands congre- 
gated on both banks of the river and cheered 
aud waved handkerchiefs. as the beat shot by. 
A ten-nile trip was made, and then the party 
drove out to the fair grounds, where lunch was 
served inthe clubhouse, Fifty memvers of the 
elub sat down with the President. 

While the party was at iunch a great crowd 
gathered about the clubhouse and atared at the 
bay windows and porticos, hoping to catch a 
glimpse of the President. The appearance of a 
silk hat atauy of the windows produced a com- 
motion and brought out exclamatious of * There 
he is.” The party remained in the clubhouse 
nearly two hours, and in the meantime the 
crowd had doubled in size and enthusiasm. It 


formed a semicircle from the east side of 
the race track, around the clubhouse 
to the grand stand. The driveway 
to the entrance of the clubhouse was 


kept as clear as posseble, but so great was 
the crush that the people in front were some- 
times forced across the road into the clubhouse 
door. The rumor circulated about that the 
President would leave the clubhouse by the 
driveway entrance, and this had the effect of at- 
tracting nearly every one on the grounds to the 
scene. This rumor was half confirmed when, 
about 3 o'clock the double team of blacks draw- 
ing the President’s carriage drove up to the door 
and stopped. The team faced east, and instantly 
those behind, believing they would get oniy a 
Tear view of the President, made a simultaneous 
rush around by Mechanical Hall and took upa 
sition 300 yards further down on the drive. 
‘o sooner bad this been accomplished than the 
toachman wheeled right about and took up a 
position near the éntrance, with his team [acing 
west. This joke on his part produced great in- 
dignation, and he was guyed and ridiculed for 
10 «minutes. This right-about turn forced 
several thousand tu crowd back and resume 
their old positions between the clubhouse and 
grand stand. A loug distressing wait foilowed, 
relieved occasionally by ‘‘smart sayings” of the 
crowd. Every gentiemau of portly proportions 
Whe appeared on the balconies was cheered and 
bombarded with such remarks as, ‘* We know 
you, Mr. Cleveland; give us a speech;” * Ah, 
there is the President;” ** He looks just like ois 
pictures.” The victims were very glad to es- 
cape. One gentleman who put bis head out of a 
balcony winduw was given this message to de- 
liver: “Teil Mr. Cleveland there are 10,000 
Democrats out here who want to see him. He’s 
been eating long enough now.” An hour 
passed, the throng increased, but still no 
8ign of the President. The majority of the peo- 
ple were from the couutry, and had not yet seen 
the object of their curiosity. While they were 
thus chafling aud talking the President, the 
Mayor, Leverett Beli, Mr. Green, Col. Lamont, 
and Mr. Bissell walked across the balcony that 
counects the clubhouse with the grand stand. 
Oniy atewin the great throng about the club- 
house recognized him, but the people in the 
grand stand were more alert, and, rising as the 
party approached, cheered ioudly. he Presi- 
dent lifted his hat, and, preceded by half a 
fozen policemen, the party walked up 
Blairs and aloug beside the private boxes 
until opposite the wire. The President, 
Mr. Green, aud the Mayor took one box; Col. 
Lamont, Mr. Beil, and Judge McKeighan the 
One to the ieft,and Mrs. Cleveland and tke 
ladies detailed to accompany her the box to the 
rigut. "Five minutes after they were seated the 
10,000 peopie in the stand below deseried their 
seats and swarmed out on the quarter stretch, 
Where an unobstructed view of the party could 
be had. Lhe President and the other gentlemen 
Smoked, avd Mr. Green explained the dimen- 
sions of the St. Louis Fair. TLne ladies looked 
at the crowd on tbe quarter etretch and 
tried to appear ut ease. The spectacle was 
enough to make any woman or maa either ew- 
barrassed. From the betting pavilion up the 
qaurier stretch past ihe yrand staud, clubhouse, 
aud areund to the eastern turn of the track, 
40,000 people were packed in a solid mass. The 
crowd was strung oul in the form of a great 
crescent, and those at the extreme points were 
unfortunate, for the distance from the stand was 
80 great that they could not see the President. 
A few minutes after the Presidential party had 
been seated three cheers were given, which 
the President acknowledged witha bow. Then 
some shouted for Mrs. Cleveland, “the 
best. man in the Democratic Party,” 
and the shout was taken up and echoed 
along the track. The lady bowed and smiled at 
the veoplevelow. For more than half an hour the 
people threw back their Leads, litted their eyes, 
and gazed above. Mrs. Cleveland’s appearance 
Was ayain commented on py the ladies. She 
wore a buttle-green suit, with a cap of the same 
color. Not one bit of jewelry coulu be seen, and 
the ladies were ustonished at so much slmn- 
plicity. After 10 minutes of cheering the judges 
called the third heat in the 2:27 trot, and alter 
scoring twice the tiela of 10 thoroughbreds were 
senlaway. The race was a pretty, one and Mrs. 
Cleveland watched it intently, and when the 
Wiuner got under Vy a bead she applauded with 
the rest. 

The evening was given up to the Veiled 
Prophets and their bali, The pageant this year 
‘Was of a Scripthral character, the 22 tableaus 
bemg intended to represent the most fa- 
mous scenes: of Bible history, with a little 
of Milton thrown in. It was a _ gor- 
#eous parade, one that would make tbe 

reut Barnum turn green with envy. The 

-renidout and Mrs. Cleveland viewed it from 
the balcony of the Lindell. It was 9:49 o’clock 
when the last float passed before the President’s 
eyes. Twenty minutes later the President, Mrs. 
Cleveland, Mayor Francis, Mra. Francis, Col. 
Lamont, and the rest were driven up to the 
Third-street entrance of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change Hall, which was ablaze with light and 
already tilled with the beauty and chivalry of 
the Southwest. The Veiled Prophets had just left 


their pageant, and while the attention of the 
crowd was attracted by the Prophets at the 
Chestnut-street entrance the Presidential party 
walked up the broad stone stairway on Third- 
street almost unnoticed. The path from the 
Btreet to the great doors of the hall was 
lined with tropical plants and rare flowers. 
Suspended over this floral display were 
hundreds of swinging iamps of every hue. 
The Mayor and Mrs. Francis were first to enter 
the room, followed by the President and Mra. 
Cleveland. Before they had taken 10 steps 
thousands of hands were applauding, and there 


was a subdued cheer. The President was 
escorted to the. northern end of the 
hall, where a Platform had been =  con- 


structed provided with 40 seats. He was 
given the seat of honor, with Mrs. Cleveland on 
his left. The committee took possession of the 
other chairs on the President’s right. The 


decorations of the room were original and 


beautiful. The platform on which the Pres- 
ident was seated was draped with the 
national colors, and suspended over his 


head were two large illuminated cathedral glass 
stars. Each corner of the great hall was beauti- 
fied by stars of similar design, but of greater 


magnitude. The large fountain in the centre 
of the hall was hidden by a mass 
of flowers and foliage. Hundreds of 


streams spouted upward, describing graceful 
curves and reflecting the incandescent lights 
concealed beneath. At the west eud of the hall 
Was a massive cathedral glass portrait of the 
veiled prophet. It seemed as if all the pso- 
ple in the city were there. The hall will 
comfortably hold 5,000 people and allow 
space for dancing. Half an hour after the 
President’s arrival there were 15,000 ladies and 
gentlemen jammedin the room, and there wasn't 
space enough for tbe tiving skeleton to ex- 
ecute a pas seul. There was no room for 
promenading, and the army in swallow tails 
and toilets décolleté had to stand around 
and discuss their neighbor. Mra. Cleveland was 
the magnet that attracted all eyes, Her toilet 
was superb. The veiled prophets entered the 
hail in costume at 10:30 and executed their 
iwarch. This occupied 15 minutes and 
some of their funny evolutions caused 
both the President and Mrs. Cleveland to laugh 
heartily. After the march a passage was 
cleared to the President’s platform, and 
the Veiled Prophet, accompanied by Mr. 
E. CC. Simmons, apprvuached and wel. 
comed the President and Mrs. Cleveland 
to his ball. 8 A loud shrill whistle was then 


heard and .a_ transformation acene took 
place that astonished and delighted all. 
A large  ftioral globe, four teat in 


diameter, hung suspended by invisible wires 
in the centre of the hall above the 
fountain. At the sound of the whistle, it 
was observed suddenly to expand and quick as 
a flash there was a convulsive action, and an- 
other great floral globe was invisibly sus- 


pended beside it. The twin globes then 
ran across the hall without any ap- 
parent motive power, and hung over the 
heads of the President and his wife. A 


path was then made through the room, and the 
President and wife shook hands with every body 
and prepared to take their departure. Ex-Gov. 
Stanard and Mr. Simmons formed the head of the 
procession. Then came the President and Mrs. 
¥rancis and the Mayor and Mrs. Cleveland 

On leaving the hall the President was driven 
directly to the station, where, tired and worn 
out, he took posxession of his special car, aud 20 
minutes later was steaming away to Chicago. 


THE CHICAGO PROGRAMME. 
CuicaGco, Oct. 4.—If President Cleveland 
and Mrs. Cleveland are already fatigued from 
the effects of the hospitalitics showered upon 
them since they left Washington, as dispatches 





from St. Louis intimate, they are likely 
to break down during the 24 hours 
they are to spend in Chicago. The 


programme for their entertainment here covers 
every moment of the time except two hours, 


in which it is thought they may be per- 
mitted to sleep. The special train on 
which they are traveling will donbtless 


arrive at the Twenty-third-street station of 
the Chicago and Alton Railroad at 9 
o'clock to-morrow morning. There will be pres- 
ent to receive the visitors Mayor Roche, Gov. 
Oglesby, Senator Cullom, Congressmen Adama, 
Dunham, Mason, and Lawler, Judges Gresham 
and Blodgett. Gen. Terry, and Collector 
Seeberger. There will also be present a 
mounted military escort, consisting of a troop 
of United States cavalry and a battery of United 
States artillery, together with a company of 
mounted troops from Milwaukee and one from 
Cleveland, Ohio. On the arrival of the 
train the light battery will fire the national 
salute. The arrangements provide that only the 
President and Mrs. Cleveland shall alight at this 
point. Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland will be escorted 
to a barouche drawn by four horses by 
Mayor Roche and Gov. Oglesby. The 
President and wife will be given the 
rear seats in the open barouche, the Mayor 
and Governor oecupying the frontones. A de- 
tour will then bring the little procession to Mich- 
igan-avenue at Thirty-fifth-street, and it will 
lvove north upon the avenue, being joined at 
various points by the military and civie or- 
ganizations to take part in the parade, 
The procession will move through Michigan- 
avenue, ‘i'welfth-street, Wavash-avenue, Jack- 
son-street, and a number of thorenghfares in the 
business part of the city. At some point in the 
business district the President’s carriage will be 
taken out of the line, and its occupants 
will be driven to the reviewing stand on 
the lake front, where Mr. and Mrs. Cleve- 
land will review the precession as it moves 
south on Michigan-avenue to Twelfth-street, 
where it will break up. The stand 
will hold abeut 700 persons. After the 
review, a hasty luncheon will be had at the 
Palmer House, and then will follow the public 
reception, lasting about three hours, at the foot 
of the main stairway in the hotel. The 
hotel has been profusely decorated with flags, 
bunting, plants, and flowers, and a pretty 
bower, arranged as a drawing room, has been 
set apart for Mrs. Cleveland and the ladies 


who will receive with her. After the recep 
tion time will he allowed for dinner, 
and then the President and his wife 
will go to the Columbia Theatre, where 


the card reception will be held. Over 30,000 
applications were received for invitations to 
this affair, and nearly 7,000 tickets have been 
jesued. That the President and Mrs. Cleveland 
can shake hands with half of those who will at- 
tempt to see them is out of the question.’ On 
Thursday morning the President will spend haif 
an hour at the West Side military encampment 
before leaving for Milwaukee. 

The business part of the city began putting on 
its patriotic garb this afternoon, but the work 
began 80 late that tne full effect of the 
decorations will not be seen until to-morrow. 
No elaborate drapings have been attempted. 
The decorations are mainly of fiags and bunting 
of the national colors arranged in graceful folds, 
which will give the city a gay appearance. 
Many very bad pictures of tbe Presi- 
dent are displayed in the shop win- 
dows, and Mrs. Cleveland will see many 
portraits which co not do justice toher. At 
Monroe and State streets the processior will 
pass under a grand arch, supported by large 
columns, draped in the patriotic columns. ‘The 
arch itself 1s graceful, and supports golden 
Rtars representing the various States 
Shields representing the Territories are 
on the columns and = portraits of the 
President and Mrs. Cleveland will be pnt in po- 
sition. At various points on the line of march 
viewing stands have been erected. The Board 
of Trade wiil hold no session to-morrow, and the 
Custom House will be closed during the day. 
The Post Office will be closed most of the day, 
and the principal wholesale houses will not be 
open.

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GLADSTONE FULL OF HOPE 


A STRONG ARRAIGNMENT OF 
JORIES AND UNIONISIS. 
HE PREDICTS AN EARLY END OF THE 
IRISH TROUBLES — INTERFERENCE 
WITH PUBLIC MEETINGS DENOUNCED. 

LONDON, Oct. 4.—Speaking to a deputa- 
tion at Hawarden to-day Mr. Gladstone said 
that although the Liberals sustained a smash- 
ing defeat at the last election the present year 
was full of signs thut the judgment of the na- 
tion, when again pronounced, would be far dif- 
ferent. The Irish question continued to cast 
into a deep shade every other question. It was 
to the interest of all parties to have the ques- 
tion settled. It would be an unfeigned joy to 
him if the Tories relieved the Liberals of the 
task of solving the problem by presenting to 
Ireland the measure of justice which she is 
entitled to receive. Such an event would cast 
upon him the delightful duty of assisting the 
Tories to attain a righteous and necessary end. 
(Cheers.] He did not believe that the end would 
be long delayed. Little progress would be pos- 
sible in English and Scotch affairs until the Irish 
question was brought to a happy consumma- 
tion. It was said that he had caused the block 
in the last session of Parliament. The fact was 
that he had not made a single proposal during 
the whole session. It was not by him or his 
friends that the progress of affairs had been 
stopped; it was because the Government found 
it mecessary to occupy the time of Parliament 
with miserable and mischievous retrogressive 
proposais. [Cheers.} 

Referring to the Liberal Unionists he said he 
would not tind fault with their conscientious 
opposition. At the same time their whole con- 
duct was animated by animosity and hostility 


to Ireland, and they did everything in their 
power to deprive the Libera! Party of all influ- 
ence and vitality. It was adeplorable position 
for geutiemen professing Liberalism. [Cheers. ] 
Sympathy with them was the dominant senti- 
meutin bis mind. There hadalways been weak- 
kneed Liberals. The present cave was not the 
tirst one which Liberals had formed. The free- 
dom of judgment which prevailed in the 
Liberal Party made it liable to that calamity. 
Time would show that those who had left the 
party were egregiously wrong. It was a mis- 
nomer to call these men Liberal Unionists. 
There was no unionism inthem. Theirs was a 
policy which tended to destroy the union. It 
was equally dificult to describe them as Liber- 
als while they supported a Government of co- 
erciou—not coercion to repress crime, but 
coercion to suppress freedom of speech, public 
assembly, and even the freedom of the press. 
He bad recently seen indications of police in- 
terference with public meetings in London. 
This resulted from the proceedings of the last 
session of Parhament. [Cries of ** Hear, hear!’’} 
The Liberals had warned the people of England 
that the cause of Ireland was their cause. He 
had then no idea that the warning would be so 
soon verified. If the reports were true that the 
police had called at midnight at the houses of 
persons who intended to speak at a London 
meeting, demanding to know the’ ob- 
jects sand programme of that meeting, 
it Wasa gross outrace. Such action was con- 
trary to the whole spirit of liberty, and vio- 
lently at variance with the traditions of Eng- 
land. From a mere party poist of view he 
might say let the Government goon. The more 
offensive their proceedings the sooner would 
they bring about the great object of his life. His 
constant prayer was fora speedy and satisfac- 
tory settlement of the Irish question. [Cheers.] 
In conclusion he said he would defer giving 
fuller expression to his views regarding Ireland 
until the opening of the Autumn campaign at 
the conference at Nottingham. 

During the inquest to-day into the case of the 
victims who were shot by the police at Mitchells- 
town, Mr. Harrington caused a scene by openly 
declaring that the police who had testified had 
committed perjury. Head Constable Brownrigg 
declared that he valued the lives of the police 
more than he did the lives of the rioters, 9 

Eight men who were arrested for connection 
with the killing of Constable Whelehan at the 
time of the encounter between moonlighters 
and a force of police at Farmer Sexton’s house 
some time ago, were brought up in the Police 
Court at Ennis to-day and formally charged 
with being implicated in the murder, Members 
of the National League, with bands escorted, the 
prisoners from the jailtothe courtroom. Mr. 
Cox, member of Parliament, and Mr. Cony- 
beare, member of Parliament, were present in 
the court room during the proceedings. 

Advices trom Bajaur, Afghanistan, say thet 
Omra Khan recently defeated Abu-Bakar, son 
of the Akhond of Swat; that the Ameer re- 
quested the chiefs of the neighboring tribes to 
punish the victor, and that the whole of Bajaur 
has risen against Omra. 

Crowds of people assembled at Gweedore, Ire- 
land, to-day, to witness the eviction of 
Widow Bonar. The widow's house was 
found strongly barricaded, and the bail- 
iffs were ordered to force an _ entrance 
with crowbars. The occupants gave them a 
warm reception, throwing boiling water in their 
faces and down their backs. When the 
baliiffs succeeded in smashing in the front 





door an idiot boy dashed out of the 
house and violently attacked them. The 
crowd, now intensely excited, hissed 


and cursed the evictors, but were restrained 
from acts of violence by Father Macfadden. 
The bailiffs opened holes in the sides of the 
house, and the occupants replied with another 
torrent of boiling Water, the spectators cheering 
frantically. 


Lonpbon, Oct. 5.—The Morning Post, re- 
ferring to the inter-State arbitration delegates, 
says: “With the fisheries question still pend- 
ing, this policy of effusive zeal of individuals 
acting in a private capacity cannot be pro- 
nounced altogether well timed. With all pre- 
cedentsin view, we deem too sanguine those 
who think they can suddenly create a court of 
iuter-State appeal.” 





A SECRET MEETING OF SOOIJALISTS. 

BERLIN, Oct. 4.—A secret conference of 
German Socialists, lasting three days, has been 
held at 8t. Gall, Switzerland. Eighty delegates 
were present. The police were completely hood- 
winked, ana had no knowledge of themeeting 
until after its adjournment. The Socialist lead- 
ers, Singer and Hasenclever, acted as Presidents 
at the different sessions.

Paris, Oct. 4.—President Grévy is ex- 
pected to return to Paris on Monday to bold a 
Cabinet Council, the object of which is to fix a 
dute for the convening of the Assembly. 

The Municipal Council of Paris proposes to 
grant 5,000f to the widow of the gamekeeper 
Brignon, who was recently shot on the Franco-

The 
unhappy lad shot into the air and atruck the 
ceiling. Hie hands and feet saved him from 
serious injury, but a shower of lime came down, 
biinding and choking him, besides spoiling hia 
clothes. Again and again he went up, while the 
crowd shouted. Then he was mounted on a 
coal box and invite to make a speech, sing a 
comic song, and conjugate a Greek verb. ° 

Others folluwed, boys and whiskered men, 
teachers and preachers, with sweethearts and 
pastorates at home, all went upin the blanket 
and danced a breakdown on a coal box, to the 
patting of a scoreof hands. Some, when they 
went up, were soused with water; others bad 
their bare feet blackened. ‘he plastering began 
to cothe down. When the hole grew tov big they 
adjourned to another room. Mon were pulled 
out of bed and trotted across the bare halls, and 
in through the crowd in their night shirts. 
Room after room was visited. When the oceu- 
pants failed to respond the door was kicked in, 
and he only fared the worse.

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THE UNDERGROUND RAILWAY. 








AN ADVERSE DECISION BY THE COURT 
OF APPEALS. 

ALBANY, Oct. 4.—The Court of Appeals to- 
day put a quietus to some of the claims of the 
New-York District Railway Company, which 
was organized Dec. 28, 1885, to run arailroad 
under Broadway. It fought the Arcade Rail- 
road bill through the Legislature, and when that 
meesure became a law applied to the General 
Term, the consent of property owners not being 


obtained, for a commission to determine whether 
the road should be built and in what manner. 
This was opposed by the Broadway surface road, 
the Arcade Company, the Underground Railway 
Company, property owners, and city authorities, 
and the petition was denied. The Court of Ap- 
seals to-day affirmed the action of the General 
erm. 





Mr. R. R. Hazard, of the New-York District 
Railway Company, said yesterday afternoon: 
“We have not yet heard from our counsel at 


Albany regarding the decision. The probability 
is that the court has simply decided that the 
company will have to go to the local authorities 
for permission to buiid its road, the same as any 
Other railroad company. The question before 
the court was whether the road stood in the 
same position in this respect as a street 
railroad. If not, we could build by getting a 
commissionfappuinted by the Supreme Court, 
who would give us the power without the con- 
sent of the Board of Aldermen. The tunnel act 
under which we are organized contains that pro- 
vision, aud we brought the matter before the 
court to ascertain whether the provision was 
constitutional, The Supreme Court decided that 
it was not, and that we would be obliged to re- 
new our petition. We appealed to the Court of 
Appeals in order to get that fact ascertained. 
That was the only mattor to be decided, the Su- 
preme Court having propounced the act consti- 
tutional in all other respects. [t is now in or- 
der for the company to go to the Board of Alder- 
men for a franchise.” - y

MUTINY ATSEA. 


THE FIRST MATE ATTEMPTS TO THROW 
THE CAPTAIN OVERBOARD. 

Mosiiez, Ala., Oct. 4.—The British bark 
Mary P. Kitchen, Ryan master, from Buenos 
Ayres, has put into this port with First Mate 
James P. Baker confined in the cabin for mutiny 
and trying to throw Capt. Ryan overboard at 
sea, The Captain states thaton Aug. 30, while 
the vessel was off the south coast of Cuba, at the 
midnight change of watches the mate came 


from below with his watch and ordered the 
Captain’s watch below. The vessel being ona 
lee shore the Captain ordered the mate to 
have the sails braced up. The mate 
replied that the Captain had _ better 
do it himself. When the Captain laid his 
hand on the shoulder of the mate to remon- 
Strate the mate stooped, grabbed the Captain 
round the waist, avd threw him over the side of 
the vessel, at the same time calling to his men 
for assistance, as if the Captain were the assail- 
aut. Jusfthen the steward of the ship ran up, 
and as the Captain had grasped a pin on the rail 
the steward was able to push the mate aside and 
help the Captain abvard sbip, thus saving the 
Captain’s hfe. Next morning the mate was 
placed in continement. The mate’s admissions 
aS Well as what the steward knew of the affair 
indicate that the mate had the men of bis watch 
with him in the conspiracy. The men had a 
set of irons to put on the Captain. There had 
been no previous trouble with Baker, but some 
of his associates suid he had confessed to having 
been of a party which had taken a captured cut- 
ter into Montevideo, whence Baker had to flee by 
steamer, as the affair became too hot for him. 
Last night the seamen learned for the first time 
that they were suspected of complicity in the 
mate’s action, and nine of them deserted the 
ship. The mare has demanded trial in Engiana, 
and will be heldiun continement until that coun- 
try 1s reached.

SOME OF ITS BEST MEN BOLTING FROM 
THE FACTION BECAUSE OF ITS UN- 
UNDEMOCRATIC DECLARATION. 

Ex-Senator Francis M. Bixby and Robert 

A. Van Wyck, of the Citizens’ Association, 

which a year ago indorsed Theodore Roosevelt 

for Mayor, attended the meeting of the Irving 

Hall Executive Committee last evening in Ir- 

ving Hall. When ex-President of the Board of 

Alcermen Robert B. Nooney called the meeting 

to order he suid that it was with some sadness 

that he rose to speak. The Irving Hall dele- 
gates to the Democratic State Convention had 
gone to Saratoga just as good Democrats as two 
years ago, and he had never thought it possible 
that the convention would dare to shut the 
doors in the face of so representative a body of 

Democrats Mr. Nooney said that Grover 

Cleveland would never have been President but 

for Irving Hall. ‘“ He says he is a Democrat,” 

continued the speaker, “but we may doubt it. 

We don’t disown him, but we are not very proud 


of him.” He concluded with this statement: 
‘*Wherever you see a head under the banner of 
the two organizations hit it.” 

Commodore Joseph H. Tooker presented to 
the committee a declaration of principles in 
which the nominees on the Democratic State 
ticket were “ ratified even in view of the humili- 
ating fact that Irving Hall was denied participa- 
tion or voice in their selection.” It is resolved 
that “chicanery and folly are insufticient to 
drive us from the ranks of the Democracy.” 
With much bragging of what the faction has 
done and intends to do, the document concludes 
as follows: 


“It seeks nothing upon mere profession or prom- 
ise, but its intention is to put forward a local ticket 
composed of names of citizens whose good repute 
and abilities will be guarantees of the honesty of 
purpose that guides the ambition of the Democratic 
organization of the city and county of New- York.” 

Yharles G. Cornell asked if this last clause 
meant that any other than Democratic candi- 
dates would be nominated in this city. Com- 
modore Tooker said that the clause was silent 
on that pomt. Mr. Cornell thereupon moved 
to strike out the clause, saying 
Hall was an association of Democrats, and none 
but Democrats shoula be nominated. Oscar H. 
Bogart thought that Irving Hall was faithful 
enough to the Democracy by supporting the 
State ticket. It should be left free to nominate 
good men irrespective of politics. Mr. Corneil’s 
motion was defeated and the declaration of prin- 
ciples adopted as aw whole, 

William W. Cook offered a resolution binding 
Irving Hall not to nvminate or indorse any Re- 
publican, Labor Party man, or independent for 
either the Senate or Assombly in this city. The 
time had come when Irving Hall men should be 
either Democrats or political pirates. Mr. Cook 
said he placed his Democracy above Irving Hall. 
If Irving Hall was undemocratic he would 
leave it. 

Nicholas Haughton moved that the resolution 
be laidon the table. Mr. Cornell asked if, at a 
meeting of the Assembly district leaders, there 
had not been a refusal of several leaders to hon- 
estly support the State ticket. Mr. Bogart ad- 
mitted that there was some disinclination to 
support the Democratic nomiaees. Henry Stein- 
ert said that he, for one, would never again 
countenance any affiliation with the United 
Labor Party.

THE UTAH COMMISSION. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Oct. 4.—Gen. McCler- 
nand was asked to-day on what ground he and 
Commissioner Carlton had dissented from the 
report of the Utah Commission. He said the 
difference related to the conclusions reached. 
First, the majority assumed the insincerity of 
the Mormons in committing themselves to the 
provisions of their proposed Constitution, against

He said that the minority report would reach 
Washington in a couple of days, and would bea 
general historical and philosophic description of 
the whole polygamy question.

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AND TWO NOMINATIONS 
ONE SENATORSHIP, 
WESTCHESTER AND’ ROCKLAND DEMO« 
CRATS HAVE A FREE FIGHT—NELSON 
AND RYAN BOTH NOMINATED. 
Nyack, Oct. 4.—A dozen lunatic asyluma 
let loose could not cause such a sceneof disorder 
as was witnessed in Voorhis Hall, Nyack, tbia 
afternoon at the Senatorial Convention of the 
Twelfth District, comprising the counties of 
Westchester and Rockland. The bitterness of 
the rival Nelson and Ryan factions of West- 
chester was shown ina manner unprecedenied 
in the history of Rockiand County polities, even 
Democratic politics, and’ the wiidest scenes iu 
the largest insane asylum were diseounted hy 
the Westchester Democrats to-day. Before noou 
nearly all the delegates chosen in this district 
were in Nyack, accompanied by a host of their 
friends. The corners were blocked by Demv- 
gratic politicians, so that in some Instances 
ladies were compelled to step off the waik iutuo 
the guttera to pass them. Twelve o’clock was 
the hour designated by the call tor the conven- 
tion, but it was 2 o’clock before any one wai 
admitted into the bail. It wasdecided by some 
of the Democratic leaders to allow no one to be 
present except delegates until a temporary 
organization had been effected, and subseqneut 
events proved that this plan would have been a 


wise one if carried out. But through the inter- 
cession of Judge Weyant, of Rockiand, the entire 
crowd was admitted and filled the hall. 

At 2:30 o’clock James Keleher, ef Haver- 
straw, Chairman of the Senatorial commiiter, 
called the couvertion to order. A motion wag 
tuade by J. O. Miller, Register of Westchester 
County, that the Hon. George W. Weyaut, of 
Rockland, be temporary Chairman. Then the 
fun began. There was a howl that could easily 
be heard two biocks away. Then cheers were 
given tor Henry Neison, the present Senator, 
aud Ryan also shared the honors in that diree- 
tion. A vote was taken and Mr. Keieher de- 
claved Judge Weyant elected temporary Chair- 
man. The delegates who occupied seats upon 
the platform then rose and began shoutiog. 
Friends of the two factions seated in the hail 
jumped up, and many of them rushed upon the 
piatform, and then a row unequaled in bitter- 
ness tuok place. Half a dozen men climbed upou 
the table and tried to make speeches, while 
others endeavored to argue from other parts of 
the platform, and the peeple who remained quiet 
woudered what it was all about. Chairman 
Weyant had half a dozen fists shaken in his face 
at once, and howls of indignation were poured 
into his ears. Casper C. Childs, of Westchester, 
had a grievance which he wanted to state; 
Alderman Thomas Lally, of Yonkers, insisted 
on presenting his claims for recognition, and 
Several times these two gentlemen had to be 
pulled aside. An extra police force had been 
appointed, but Sheriff Thompson, who was upon 
the platform, was compelied to swezr 1n half a 
dozen extra Deputy Sheritis to try to preserve 
order, and even they were unable to do so. It 
turned out that there was no personal objec- 
tions to Judge Weyant as Chairman, but the 
Westchester men wanted the list of delegates 
and contestants read before any Chairman wag 
chosen. 

For over two hours an indescribable row wae 
in progress, all efforts of the Chairman, the 
Sheriff, and his Deputies being unavailing. 
John Uyland, a toothless man, of Sing Sing, 
umped upon the platform to makea speech, and 

e was pulled down. A thick-set, hump-backead 
fellow from some part of Westchester, at- 
tempted to climb upon the platform to join in 
the mélée, but two men grabbed nim by the legs 
and hauled himduwn. A series of rows pre- 
vailed for over two hours, and before those 
present could come to a clear understanding of 
the case the legs of the table used by the Secre- 
taries were knocked askew and two pieces were 
broken from the top. New hats were jammed in 
80 that the owners were ashamed to wear them, 
and several men had their coats torn in the 
scrimmage. Charles W. Jones, who at 2 Senato- 
rial convention several years in this place had 
his jaw badly injured by Delegate Bunsy, was 
present on the platform and participated in the 
row: He said it made him think of old times. 

Finally Chairman Weyant succeeded in tem- 
porarily pacifying the crowd, and at 5 o'clock 
every one was urdered off the platform. Tne 
roll of delegates was called, and each man as 
his name was mentioned voted for tempurary 
Chairman, and Judge Weyant received the 
unanimous vote of all present. Thus, after 
two hours and a half of bitter strife, the man 
who was originally named for temporary Chair- 
man Was unanimously chosen for that place. [& 
was then decided to call the rojl of delegates, 
and a committee was appointed to receive cre- 
dentials and decide all questions of contest. 
When the name of the delegates from the 
First District of Westchester was read, Robert 
F. White, of that county, stepped forward and 
said he was a regular delegate and bis name had 
not been mentioned, Alderman Lally, of Yonk- 
ers, said his name hadn't been mentioned, and 
that he had reguiar credentials for the five real 
delegates, who had been recognized by the con- 
vention at which they were chosen. From the 
Third District of Westchester Casper Childs, 
whose name had also been omitted frum the list, 
presented credentials which were, he said, 
signed by the oflicers of the convention by which 
he was chosen. The credentials of the delegates 
and contestunts were referred to a comunittiee, 
and a recess was taken till evening. 

As g00n as the recess was taken the contest- 
ing delegates from Westchester, accompanied 
by their friends, went to the Mansion House, 
organized, and nominated as their candidate 
Henry Nelson, the present incumbent of the 
ofttice. The adjourned convention resumed busi. 
ness again at 7 o’clock, when Richard FE. King, 
of Rockland Connty, pomimated William H. 
Ryan, of Westchester. The nomination was 
seconded by Mr. Downing, of Westchester, and 
upon the roll being called Mr. Ryan’s nomtina- 
tion waa found to be unanimous. Mr. Ryan was 
present and made a speech, after which the 
convention adjourned. 

Many Democrats of Nyack feel crestfallen to 
night over the disgraceful proceedings at thelr 
Senatorial Convention, and one gentleman, 4 
stanch Democrat, told THE TIMEs’s correspond- 
ent that he would not vote for either Henry Nel- 
son or William H.-Ryan, but would wiilingly 
support the Republican candidate if a goed and 
popular man is nominated. ‘ And,” the gentle- 
man continued, “I know of other men who feel 
just the same as Ido about the matter, and whe 
will not vote for Ryan.” One of the men whe 
helped to run the bolters’ convention at the 
Mansion House remained in the village unotila 
late hour to-night and very freely pre 
dicted Ryan’s defeat at the coming elec- 
tion. “They put up a job on us before 
the convention,” said*he. ‘ When they Were at 
the hotel for dinner they were fixing things se 
as toshut usour I was a regularly appointed 
delegate and had the proper credentials, butT 
knew before the convention was called that 
they would shut us out. I understood,” contin- 
ued he, “ that a Rockland County wan nomipat- 
ed William H. Ryan, and that no Rockland Coun- 
ty man’s name was proposed. How aboui the 
Rockland Democrats’ promises to support a nan 
trom their county, first, last, and all the time} 
Where were the names of George Dickey, Jobu 
W. Felter, and other aspirants for Senatorial 
honors? Itis all bosh aboutthe Rock!and men 
sticking up for their rights. They dare not do it 
for some reason or other. They talk a great 
deal before the convention, but when the time 
comes for them to assert their alleged mghty 
they are as dumb as oysters.”

ENJOYABLE RACES 
HEAVY RACK, 
t'V¥O RACES WHICH CAUSED SOME 

CITEMENT AND TWO 
MOUNTS FOR M’LAUGHLIN. 
Jerome Park’s Fall meeting was opened 
yesterday afternoon with fair weather, a good 
attendance, a heavy traok, and enjoyable sport. 
There were no drags on the lawn, and no lawn 
parties, but the clubhouse had a goodly number 
of young ladies with their escorts on Its ample 
balconies, allof whom seemed to be enjoying 
themselves in the languidly listless way which 
isthe particular fact just now in what calls it- 
self “our first society.” These, in common 
with the great masses which go to the races for 
fun and excitement, were considerably aroused 
when they found &@ the conclusion of the day’s 
aport that McLaughlin had won two races and 
Garrison none, and that therefore McLaughlin 
has now within one of the number of Garrison's 


winning mounts, the score being: Garrison, 87; 
McLaughlin, 86. Their rivalry is growing de- 
cidedly interesting now, and will be followed 
with renewed interest every day. 

Jimmy” McLaughlin opened the meeting by 
winning the first race, a dash over the straight 
course of five furlongs, which is such an ex- 
tremely unsatisfactory one to all patrons of the 
track, because the start isup in the brick church 
yard and the finish an eighth of a mile below the 
grand stand. McLaughlin was riding Kingston, 
who was made an even favorite with Stuy- 
vesant, on whom Garrison bad the mount. 
Against the other starters, 13 in number, bet- 
tors could get almost any odds they wished, 
either straight or place, for the bookmakers tad 
dechied that the race would be between the 
two favorites. They were right 1n_ their 
supposition. The two favorites got off well 
together in company with: Freedom, while 
Nita, Friiulein, and Touche Pas got the worst 
of it. Rosarium, Mute, and Freedom were close 
up with the leaders when they rushed through 
the dip, but when the main track was reached 
Kingston and Stuyvesant broke away from the 
rest and made the sharp running to the end, 
Garrison worked very hard and persistently 
with Stuyvesant to win, but he had to give it up 
at the end, for Kingston was full of run, and 80 
McLaughlin was able to land him a winner by a 
leneth and a half from Stuyvesant, who finished 
two lengths in front of Freedom, with Mute 
next, wud the rest well bunched, except Touche 
Pus, Rosewood, and Rosarium, who straggled 
across the line in the rear, pulled up. 

Following up his vietory in the opening race, 
McLaughlin also won the Nursery Stakes for 2- 
year-olds with Fordham, who was the favorite 
in she betting, Of the 119 youngsters originally 
entered for the stakes only 3 colts appeared 
to run for the prize—these being Fordham, Now 
or Never, and Satan. It was a six-furlong dash 
and Fordham really had the race well in hand 
from the start. In the stretch Godfrey tried to 
make arun with Satan, but he could not quite 
eatch the brown colt from the Dwyers’ wiring, 
though he ran him toa neck just_at the end. 
Now or Never tired badly at the endof the run 
and finished a rather poor third. 

The mile handicap, the big race of the day, 
had a funny side te it in the curious way in 
which Hay ward tried to and did outrun Volante 
ina short sixteenth of a mile after the race was 
finished. The peculiar conformation of Jerome 
Park makes it necessary to start the horses for a 
mile race above the grand stand and in front of 
the saddling paddock, and makes the finish below 
the stand and in front of the betting paddock. 
There were eight starters in the race, which 
was the heavy betting event of theday. Eurus 
was made a slight fayorite, but Volante pressed 
him very closely, and Tarbouche and Ben Ali 
were doth well backed by friends of the re- 
spective stables they represented. Tarbouche, 
Ben Ali, and Grisette started out in 
front when the horses got away, and, with 
Eurus close up, led the way around Pic- 
nic Hill and thence through the long 
serpentine run which has to be made to clear 
the foot of Clubhouse Hill. Ben Ali led as the 
party went out of sight around that hill, with 
Eurus, Tarbouche, and Grisette all on even 
terms and Volante only a length away. both 
Daruna and Peek-a-boo being badly beaten thus 
early inthe race. Butin making the big turn 
leading to the stretch Murphy sent Volante out 
for his run, and, quickly passing all but Euruas, 
the two made the race to the end, Volante pass- 
ing the —- a length in front of Eurus. Then, 
with a sudden rush, Hayward sent Eurus on at 
sprinting speed, passing the stand, where the 
finish is in all other races, a half length 
ahead of Volante, who had been eased up. 
Hayward had made his run too late, for- 
getting that the finishing point had been 
ebanged. It was comical to see Murphy 
rouse himself and try to beat Eurus to the 
re ed stand, looking for all the worid as if he 

ad been caught napping and had lost the race 
through carelessness. The crowd on the grand 
stand thought he had. Those who had backed 
Eurus cheered over Hayward'’s rush with the 
old campaigner. They hissed when Volante’s 
number went up as the winner, and could not 
understand the situation at all untilold habitués 
of the track explained that the points for finish- 
ing races at Jerome are as erratically pared as 
are the Hs in a cockney’s yocabulary. That the 
veteran jockey Hayward should have forgotten 
this peculiarity was a surprise to every race- 
pe on the track and a loss to every one who 

acked his mount to win. 

There came very near being a row about the 
finish between Royal Arch and Le Logos in the 
next race, arun of a mile and three-sixteenths, 
in which Ten Booker, Brown Duke, and Harved 
alsoran. The real racing was all done in the 
atretch, and was between the two first named. 
Royal Arch, ridden by Garrison. swerved up to 
the outside rails in the rush down the stretch, 
while Chureh held Le Logos close to the inside 
raile and made his finish there. From the grand 
stand it certainly did look as if Royal Arch, who 
was nearest the crowd, did win by a short 
listance, and the crowd imagined that 
the judges had overlooked Royal Arch be- 
cause he precmeety finished under their feet, 
but the three judges, the feur gentlemen in the 
timing stand, and those standing where no mis- 
take could be made all agreed that Le Logos 
won. Itcould not well have been otherwise, 
therefore, and the judges stuck to their decisio 
in placing Le Logos first and Royal Arch hobont 
in spite of the angry crowd which surged around 
the judges’ stand and howled that the race should 
be given to Royal Arch. Philip Dwyer, who 
happened to be in the timer’s stand, said, how- 
ever, that, though the finish was “a tight 
fit,” he believed Le Logos wonit. His opinion 
was unoflicial, but when it was voiced about the 
grounds the crowd seemed much more satisfied 
that the decision of the judges was right than 
a 5 had been with the official declaration.

STOCKHOLDERS HOLD A MEETING 
DISPLAY ASTONISHING 
OF SYNDICATE DOINGS. 
Tt was & livély day at thé Baltimore and 
Ohio headquarters, at Broadway and Canal- 
strect, yesterday. Everybody was busy, tod 
pusy, in fact, to talk. Officials were closeted by 
the hour and positivéiy refused to entertain 
company, even for the briefest interview, on the 
all-absorbing topic—the reported transfer of 
the telegraph pliant to the Western Union Com- 
pany. Employes made contradictory and equiv- 
ocal statements about the movements of their 
superiors, and there was an air of mystery ani 
profound ignorance throughout the building “ _ 
It was known that the annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the telegraph company was 
called for at an early hour in the afternoon to 
elect five Directors for the ensuing year, becaus6 
the notice was issued a month ago. For along 
time the fact that a meeting had been held 
and business transacted were withheld, and it 
was given out after a time that the meeting was 


in session and such proceedings as were deemed 
of interest to the public would be sent to the 
papers. Finally a tall, slim man, of nervous 
temperament, rushed outof the President and 
General Manager’s oftice, on the fourth fioor, as 
if the weight of the world rested on his bony 
shoulders. 

“What was done at the meeting, Sir?’ he 
Was asked. 

** Nothing, absolutely.” 

“You elected Directors ?” 

“Yes, a mere formality.” 

“ They are—”’ 

“The old board.” 

“Their names, please ?"’ 

“Well, there is David H. Bates, President and 
General Manager; Edward A. Leslie, General 
Superintendent of this office; Robert Garrett, 
Edward R. Bacon, aud myself, Edward C. M, 
Bruce.” 

** What stock was represented ?’ 

“ Just how much makes no difference one way 
or the other. It was nearly all represented one 
way or another, and by a large majority.” 

** Were all the Directors present {” 

* All but Mr. Garrett and Mr. 
there.” 

‘Was there any discussion of the rumored 
deal?” 

‘“‘None; the subject did not come up in any 
form.” 

“Do you know anything about a syndicate 
that President Bates or anybody else is forming 
to get control of the company ?”’ 

“No, Sir.” 

“Can Mr. Bates be seen?” 

‘He is very busy with some gentlemen, and, 
besides, he hasn’t anything to say.” 

“Js a meeting of the Executive Committee to 
be held this afternoon ?” 

“Not that I know of.” 

Mr. Bruce snddenly recollected that he had 
some important letters to dictate and excused 
himself with lightniny rapidity. 

Meanwhile rumors had come from down town 
that the Executive Committee was to meet and 
consider papers prepared for the transfer of the 
plant to Jay Gould’s company. Brokers’ cus- 
tomers who had Western Union stock were ad- 
vised to hold it for arise, as the deal was about 
to be consummated, and definite information 
would be forthcoming at a later hour. 

The shades of night were falling when Dr. W. 
T. Barnard, of Baltimore, Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, and Charles Selden, General 
Superintendent of the company in that city, 
hurriedly left President Bates’s private office 
and departed arminarm. They refused to ac- 
knowledge their own identity, and smiled eva- 
sively when approached on business matters. 
Director Leslie came out then and beggea to be 
excused, as he had barely time to catch his train, 
he said. He did not wait for the elevator, but 
went briskly down the three flights to the street. 

“What do you know about the deal?” saida 
TIMES reporter, who also walked down stairs. 

“There is no deal. You can state that posi- 
tively. The Baltimore and Ohio Company is 
perfectly satisfied with its telegraph system, 
and can’t get along without 1t. I know nothing 
about asyndicate. The rumors about a Sale or 
transfer are without foundation.” 

President Bates declined to see a reporter, and 
sent out word that there was nothing new. 

One of the rumors js that the déal has been 
shelved until Robert Garrett’s arrival from 
Europe. The Western Union Company will hold 
a monthly meeting to-day, and the subject may 
be discussed, but thereisa popular impression 
that the consummation of the deal wiil not take 
piace until Mr. Garrett’s return, 

Wall-street talked a great deal of the fate of 
the Baitimore and Ohio Telegraph Company yeés- 
terday. That the line stood a great chance of 
eventually passing into the control of the West- 
ern Union was admitted, but whether the ar- 
rangements for this consummation had all been 
completed and the formal documents signed was 
another question. Andit was a subject upon 
which the capitalists most directly eoncerned 
were discreetly silent. They denied nothing and 
they affirmed nothing. 

Jay Gould was a petticalarly busy man during 
the afternoon. Right upon the heels of his lune 
In the private dining room of the Western Union 
Building came a meeting, the attendants at 
which beyond a doubt discussed the Baltimore 
and Ohio’s disposition. Mr. Gould was there, 
and so was his‘very good friend, Russe}l Sage. 
Street reports made a representative of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio syndicate and another of the 
telegraph company that Mr, Garrett organized 
also present at the conference. It lasted until 
late in the afternoon. Mr. Gould was too busy 
to see any outsiders, however, and sent out 
word that he had really nothing to say about 
the telegraph deal. 

Russell Sage was late in getting back to his 
own office, and he too was very busy and un- 
age with any information for the public. 

. Pierpont Morgan, of the syndicate, said 
he had not heard that the telegraph deal had 
been settled. 1t was the opinion of Wasnhinz- 
ton E, Connor that nothing would be ofticially 
announced until the meeting of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Directors on Oct. 12. Dr. 
Norvin Green, President of the Western Union 
Company, Was, like the others, not aware that 
anything unusual was happening. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 4.—The Record to- 
morrow will say: 


“It was authoritatively stated in this city yester- 
day that the negotiations between the Western 
Union Telegraph Company and the Baltimore and 
Ohio Telegraph, by which the former is to obtain 
control of the latter, have been practically settled, 
and will be made known formally at the next 
annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company. At that 
time Mr. Garrett will announce the sale of the tele- 
graphic privileges and tender his resignation as 
President of the —: First Vice-President 
Spencer will be elected as his successor, and it is 
declared that there will be radical changes made in 
the executive officers of the company.

The new triple alliance should prove more 
enduring than the old one, because there is 
no conflict of political interests, at least for 
the present, among its members. While the 
Balkan dispute has permanently set Russia 
and Austria in opposition to each other, 
occasional outbursts of anti-German feeling 
at St. Petersburg must equally excite re- 
sentment at Berlin. With Italy the case is 
different. Now that her old scores are set- 
tled, her interests nowlere antagonize those 
of either Austria or Germany. With the 
frequent and ostentatious demonstrations 
of friendship between Russia and France 
and the constant intrigues of the Czar’s 
diplomats in Turkey, Germany and Austria 
must have long since ceased to place much 
confidence in their old partner in the im- 
perial alliance. Italy’s Balkan policy, on 
the other hand, has repeatedly shown itself 
opposed to that of Russia, and the latter 
power has deeply offended King HUMBERT’S 
Government by malicious suggestions, if not 
hurtful acts, concerning Abyssinia. Italy 
cannot be suspected of any present or pro- 
spective leanings toward France. Should 
the great despotism of Eastern Europe, 
therefore, undertake an aggressive alliance 
with the great republic of Western Europe 
the pair would find a tolerably stout inter- 
vening barrier in Germany, Austria, and 
Italy. 





TRYING THE PARTY’S PATIENCE. 

The Senatorial contest which began yester- 
day at Jamestown, in the Cattaraugus-Chau- 
taugqua district, affords a fine illustration of 
the result of political methods which have 
brought discredit upon the Republican 
Party in this State and done so much to sap 
its strength. One hundred delegates have 
gathered from the two counties, but fully 
two-thirds of them are the personal repre- 
sentatives of two hack politicians who have 
made an unsavory reputation at Albany, 
and are in no sense the free choice 
of their constituents. The contest is 
between these two men, and the only 
hope for the nomination of a respectable 
Republican lies in their antagonism becom- 
ing so bitter that the adherents of neither 
will vote for the other. There have been 
reports that there is an understanding be- 
tween them that no third candidate shall 
be named, but that in the end the forces of 
one will go to the other rather than that 
both shall be defeated. It is to be hoped 
that there is independence and self-respect 
enough among the delegates to prevent 
such an evidence of their absolute owner- 
ship by two corrupt politicians, but it is 
doubtful. 

COMMODORE PERRY VEDDER has repre- 
sented the district in the Senate for the last 
two terms, and has been one of the most 
unscrupulous of partisan schemers, and of 
late one of the most obedient henchmen of 
Tom Piatt. His name has also been as- 
sociated with most of the jobbery that was 
going. There is plenty of evidence that his 
constituents are sick of him, and would 
be glad to see a more worthy representative 
succeed to his place. But the sentiment of 
opposition was promptly seized upon by 
LOREN B. SESSIONS to work up a canvass 
in his own bekalf. SEssions represented 
the district prior to 1882 and made a rec- 
ord quite as bad as that of VEDDER. 
His name will be best remembered in con- 
nection with an alleged attempt at bribery 
in the Senatorial contest at Albany in 1881, 
when CONKLING and PLATT made their 
great effort at re-election after resigning 
because they could not control the patron- 
age in this State under the Garfield Admin- 
istration. Serssrons, like all Republican 
politicians of his class, is alsoa Platt man, 
which probably accounts for the supposi- 
tion that he would rather VEDDER would 
retain the seat than to have it go to a third 
candidate who might own himself and rep- 
resent the Republicans of the district. 

VEDDER resorted to all the corrupt arts 
and devices of a politician wedded to spoils 
and self-interest to control the caucuses and 
secure delegates pledged tohis support. He 
is supposed to have obtained about one- 
third of theconvention. Srssrons employed 
the same methods, in which he, too, is an 
adept, and he is supposed to own another 
third. That a decided majority of the rank 
and file of the party is opposed to both men 
is beyond doubt, but not more than one- 
third of the delegates represent their senti- 
ments and wishes. A Republican news- 
paper of Jamestown boldly declares of these 
two candidates that there is no demand for 
their nomination. It says ‘‘they are 
barnacles upon the body politic, and it is 
time they were set aside to give place to 
worthier, 
men.”

If, 
then, the people have independence enough 
to defeat him the party will be rid of the 
barnacles, and the nomination of ‘ wor- 
thier. higher-minded, and honorable men” 
will become possible. 





A BAD YEAR FOR FAVORITES. 

The political body which has borne the 
name of Irving Hall exploded last night 
and the fragments have gone whizzing off 
through space to find other affinities. This 
catastrophe cannot be reckoned a disaster. 
It was inevitable, for the organization has 
of late been really but a band of “‘ strikers,” 
and when the Democracy of the State 
kicked it out of the Saratoga Convention 
it was plain that its career was over. 

This reduces by one the number of the 
local Democratic factions, and will sim- 
plify the labors of the new Chief of the 
Bureau of Elections. But the two remain- 
ing factions are not in the most robust con- 
dition. Mr. RicHARD CROKER, saying per- 
haps more than he meant to say, has been 
talking about this in a very significant way 
toa World reporter. The World of Monday 
gives the following report of his remarks: 


“Tamin favor of naming a harmony ticket 
that can win and that will represent the entire 
Democracy. Neither organization can afford to 
experiment with favorites this year. If Tam- 
many Hall should recommend nominees that 
would not meet the approval of the County 
Democrats they would have the right to object, 
and we would also oppose their organization 
placing men on the ticket that might endanger 
its success.” 


This is wholly unlike the discourse which 
Tammany bosses were wont to hold in the 
good old days when the three “halls” held 
their conventions at the same time, divided 
up the offices amicably, and chose their al- 
lotted quota of candidates without the least 
fear that any man whose name they placed 
on the ticket would be so offensive to the 
people as to ‘‘ endanger its success.” In those 
days the bosses might have drawn the 
names of their candidates from a hat, or, 
adopting HENRI MuRGER’s plan for making 
up the French Cabinet, they might have 
put up the municipal offices as the prizes 
ofa pool tournament. 

But the bosses are no longer supreme 
even in their own organizations, and those 
organizations are at best but the crazy 
framework of the structures which a few 
years ago were called Tammany and County 
Democracy. Their leaders know and feel 
that there isa public opinion more power- 
ful than either or than both together. Mr. 
CROKER confesses as much when he says 
thatit would be dangerous to experiment 
with “ favorites” this year. 

The plain truth is that the reunited and 
‘*harmonious” Democracy is a party of so 
little solid substance that if it should vent- 
ure to affront the public intelligence and 
endanger the public interests this Fall with 
conspicuously bad candidates, it would be 
easily possible to defeat it at the polls. 
The union formed between its two factions 
last Fall has the unreserved approval of 
neither. The leaders of the County De- 
mocracy find Tammany as greedy and 
as faithless as ever, while’ thou- 
sands of the rank and file of that 
organization have the decency to be 
ashamed of the political company they are 
keeping. Tammany, which is formidable 
only when it is driven like a dumb herd by 
some strong hand, suffers for want of a 
leader. Mr. CROKER’S abilities hardly rise 
above the level of district leadership. He 
is too puny a personage to take the place of 
the late JouN KELLY as a party boss. A 
great part of his following neither fear nor 
respect him. 

This condition of political debility on the 
part of the ‘‘ United” Democracy furnishes 
an opportunity which the Republicans 
might put to excellent use. It serves also 
to keep before the eyes of Mr. CROKER 
and Mr. Power and their associates the 
constant menace of a political revolution 
through the uprising against them and their 
horde of taxeaters of the great mass of Re- 
publican and Democratic taxpayers. 


“THE PRESIDENT’S PLAGIARISM.” 

Our esteemed contemporary the Sun is 
subjected to a violent strain, between its 
anxiety to be just and generous to the Presi- 
dent and the mission that is laid upon it to 
expose iniquity. The mission commonly 
gets the better of the struggle, insomuch 
that the Sun exposes iniquities on the part 
of the President that to other people 
do not appear to be iniquitous, even 
after they are exposed. The President’s 
speech in Indianapolis did undoubtedly 
bear evidence that he had read the descrip- 
tion of that city in the American Cyclo- 
pedia. In his remarks he followed the 
order of facts given in the Cyclopex- 
dia, and to some extent the language in 
which they were given. His offending had 
really no more than this extent, and yet 
the Sun is forced, with pain and reluctance, 
to the conclusion that the “ offense is of a 
grave character,” and calls it ‘the Presi- 
dent’s plagiarism.” 

The Sun ought to cheer up. Its confidence 
in human nature, which has again, for 
about the millionth time, been undermined, 
may be restored. The President has not com- 
mitted any offense at all, certainly not the 
offense of plagiarism. Plagiarism is the pre- 
senting of the thoughts, sentiments, or lan- 
guage of another as one’s own inorder to 
obtain literary or oratorical reputation un- 
der false pretenses. The offense cannot pos- 
sibly. apply to the presentation of facts un- 
less the person who presents them pretends 
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to have discovered them for himself. 
Nobody can have supposed that the Pres- 
ident pretended to any personal knowledge 
of events that occurred before he was born 
in a place he had never visited until he 
made this speech. Of course, he had in- 
formed himself from books, and his “*of- 
fense” is precisely the same as if he had 
given some statistics from the United 
States census report without naming that 
work. If there had been anything rhe- 
torically remarkable or ambitious in the 
manner in which the Cyclopedia had put 
the facts, ane if the President had repro- 
duced the rhetoric as his own, there would 
have been some color for a charge of 
plagiarism. But the statement was en- 
tirely colorless and unadorned, and had no 
more literary quality than a table of 
statistics. To quarrel with the President 
for appropriating if is to complain of him 
for not inventing his own historical facts, 
or else to accuse him of having pretended to 
invent them wher in fact he was only re- 
peating them. 

By way of strengthening the ‘ case” 
against the President the Sun also charges 
him with having “‘ plagiarized” his speech 
at Terre Haute from tho same Cyclopedia. 
The speech at Indianapolis did indicate that 
the President had read. the article on that 
city in the Cyclopmwdia, and had made use of 
its historical facts. But thespeech at Terre 
Haute did not even indicate this. It showed 
that the speaker had taken some means of 
informing himself about the town. Even 
the Sun will not maintain that it is criminal 
to learn something of a subject before talk- 
ing about it, nor should we expect that 
journal to find proof of depravity in the fact 
that an inquirerresorted to the American 
Cyclopedia for information. But, in fact, 
the speech at Terre Haute did not show 
that the President had derived his informa- 
tion about the place from that work of 
reference. There was no coincidence in 
statement or in arrangement to indicate 
that he had ever looked at the account in 
the Cyclopamdia. 

On considering these facts the Sun will 
feel relieved to find that it really was not 
necessary on the strength of them and in 
the interests of truth and justice to de- 
nounce as a plagiarist and a grave offender 
a man whom its struggles to treat with 
decency and kindness are so painiully evi- 
dent and so evidently painful. Especially 
it will be relieved to find that it was not 
necessary to conclude each of the two arti- 
clesin which it brought the awful charge 
with a blackguardly allusion to the Presi- 
dent’s wife. 


THE RAILROAD CLUBHOUSE. 

The opening of aclubhouse for men em- 
ployed on the Vanderbilt roads is a note- 
worthy event. The purpose of the new 
building was explained in Mr. DEPEW’s 
clever address, and emphasized by the 
presence and by the modest remarks of 
Mr. CORNELIUS VANDERBILT, at whose in- 
dividual cost the clubhouse has been built 
and equipped. No more practical and 
thoughtful endowment for the benefit of 
the railroad men could have been devised 
than a place in which they can spend their 
enforced leisureamong cheerful and refining 
surroundings. Happily, the project has 
been so managed that it is not presented to 
the men whom it is intended to benefit as a 
charity. They need feel under no heavier 
obligation than readers in the Astor Library 
or students in the Cooper Institute owe to 
the founders of those institutions; not so 
heavy, in fact, since a membership fee is 
wisely exacted that, although entirely in- 
adequate to maintain the institution, yet 
gives every frequenter of “it the same sense 
of proprietorship and independence that an 
ordinary club man has in his clubhouse. 

With all the shortcomings of the Vander- 
bilt system toward the public—and they 
have been neither few nor small—one arti- 
cle in the duty of corporations has been 
more faithfully performed by it than by 
most other railroads. Without making any 
benevolent pretensions in particular, the 
managers have always contrived to keep 
the men in their employ reasonably con- 
tented. When the railroad strikes of 1877 
threatened to arrest the business of the 
country, the steadiness with which the men 
employed in the Vanderbilt roads kept at 
their work and drew their wages was a 
tribute alike tothe character of the men 
and to the treatment they had received 
from their employers. At such a time any 
latent feeling of resentment that exists 
comes to the surface and finds expression in 
acts that, while they may be entirely law- 
ful, may yet injure the employer far more 
than the policy that inspires the resentment 
has profited him. No employer who, with- 
out fussiness or patronage, has interested 
himself in the welfare of the men in his 
employ has failed to find, when a crisis 
came, that they had a reciprocal interest in 
his business and in himself. 

It is not in the least likely that Mr. Van- 
DERBILT had any notion of policy when, 
perceiving the need of larger social privi- 
leges for the railroad men who were com- 
pelled at frequent intervals to spend days 
and nights in New-York, when their homes 
were elsewhere, he determined to supply 
that need. But ‘the wisdom of the heart” 
is often the truest policy. It is as im- 
possible as it is undesirable wholly to 
separate sentiment from the conduct of 
a great business. Every employer is either 
liked or disliked by the men he hires and 
pays, and their dislike often appears ina 
willingness to do him a wanton injury. 
Many strikes for which no rational motive 
can be assigned have their real explanation 
in the fact thut the employer has so success- 
fully cultivated the ill will of the strikers 
that they seize the chance to do him an in- 
jury even if they injure themselves inthe 
process. i 

Moreover, nothing can so successfully 
abate the envy of great fortunes as the 
disposition of them to public uses, and 
especially to the benefit of those who have 
helped to acquire them. The lack of such 
a clubhouse as is now open for their use has 
been more apparent to the railroad men 
who have suffered from it, and been com- 
pelled to resort to dull and comfortless 
lodgings in consequence of it, than to any- 
body else. Yetit would have been imprac- 
ticable for them to provide themselves, even 
by association, with such a resort as is now 


provided for them, at a stroke of the 
pen, so to speak, by an _ individual. 
Such a benefaction is out of the reach of 
anybedy but the possessor of one of those 
great fortunes of which the railroad men 
may not have been able to ‘‘see the use” 
heretofore, but of which they will certainly 
see the use hereafter. Nothing could be 
more absurd than the advocacy of Com- 
munism, on the platform either of HENRY 
GEORGE or of JOHN Most, in the new club- 
house of the railroad men. It is within the 
power of other very rich men, by following 
the example set them by Mr. VANDERBILT, 


to make it seem equally absurd to the men 
in their employ.

Mayor HEWITT recognizes, apparently 
with the surprise the incident will excite 
among his fellow-citizens, that the Board 
of Aldermen has performed a tasteful and 
becoming act. This singular performance 
is the change of the name of Sixth-avenue, 
north of One Hundred and Tenth-street, to 
Lenox-avenue. It is desirable, on grounds of 
convenience, that the continuous avenues of 
the city should bear the same names through- 
out their length. This reason does not ap- 
ply to the prolongation above the Park of 
the avenues interrupted by it. In fact, to 
give the same name to two thoroughfares 
two miles apart is positively misleading; 
the claims of municipal benefactors cannot 
be better recognized than by the method of 
naming streets after them. Of course the 
Aldermen were not aware, when they 
changed the name of Chatham-street to 
Park-row, that the old name embodied an 
interesting piece of local history and re- 
corded the services of a public benefactor. 
It is to be hoped, since they have learned 
this from the remonstrance their action ex- 


cited, the street may resume its historical 
name.

Chicago to-day has the first of the series 
of notable events with which she has inter- 
spersed the prolonged programme of her 
semi-centennial festivities. The military 
encampment for competitive drills, some- 
what queerly chosen as a leading feature of 
her celebration, has already begun, and to- 
day, we believe, is to be made specially 
glorious by a sham fight on the grounds of 
the State Fair Association and by a parade 
in honor of the arrival of President CLEVE- 
LAND. Camp Sheridan was opened last 
Saturday by the regulars from Forts Wayne 
and Snelling, and since then there have 
been various arrivals of militia to take part 
in the drills and the shooting. Perhaps the 
most puzzled delegation will be the Scandi- 
navian and other foreign Officers, who have 
crossed the ocean to participate in these 
ceremonies.

MARINE INSURANCE FRAUD. 


LORENZO DIMICK MUST GO TO JAIL FOR 
FIVE YEARS. 


BuFFALO, N. Y., Oct. 4.—A case which at- 
tracted a great deal of attention throughout 
the country among insurance men was decided 
by the Court of Appeals to-day. It may be 
the final stepin the fight between Crosby and 
Dimick, the “big four’ in marine insurance 
of 1883. Lorenzo Dimick was indicted at the 
April term of the Superior Court, 1884, for 
grand larceny in the first degree. He was 
charged with feloniously obtaining and appro- 
priating to his own use by colorand aid of a 


draft for the payment of money $4,975, the 
preety ot the Thames and Mersey Marine 
usurance Company, (limited,) which had 
been drawn by said company to the order 
of Crosby and Dimick, the general agents of the 
company, upon the representation of Dimick 
that he had insured in the name of the company 
the cargd of the schooner James Wade to the 
amount of $5,000, and that a loss had 
occurred after the making of the _ insur- 
ance. The effort of the prosecution to 
show that Dimick, after be had learned 
of the boat’s loss, transferred her insurance 
from the Continental Company, with which he 
wished to keep on particularly good terms, to 
the Thames and Mersey. The prominence and 
good position held by the defendant and the 
curious character of the offense made the case 
noteworthy in insurance annals. After all serts 
of quibbles had been exhausted’ trial was 
had, and Dimick was convicted and sentenced 
to five years’ imprisonment. The General 
Term reversed this conviction and ordered a 
new trial, but to-day the Court of Appeals has 
reversed the decision of the General Term and 
affirmed that of the Court of Oyer and Terminer. 
Dimick is out on $10,000 bail. He cannot be 
found this evening. He is said notto be at 
home. He returned from the office to the house, 
and there are people who do not hesitate to say 
he has run away.

UNSUCCESSFUL NEGOTIATIONS. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 4.—Rumors have been cur-

This money was held back on account of 
the prospect of settlement with the Purchasing 
Committee. It was learned to-day that applica- 
tion has just been made to Judge Gresham by 
the attorney of the first mortgage bondholders 
to order Receiver McNulta to pay over the 
amount in his hands as interest on their vDonds 
tothe first mortgage bondholders. This indi- 
cates that all negotiations for turning the East- 
ern Wabash lines over to the Western Wabash 
are off.

Mr. Murphy came down from Troy last night 
with a number of friends who actually believed 
that his chances were indanger. Other mem- 
bers of the committee from the coun- 
try also arrived last night. Among them 
were John Foley, of Saratoga; C. Beck- 
with, of Herkimer; William 5. Kirh, Jr., 
ot Onondaga, and George 8. Weed, of Clinton.

Cuicaao, Oct. 4.—Edwin Booth and Law- 
rence Barrett opened their Chicago season at 
the Chicago Opera House last evening, the play 
being ‘‘ Julius Cesar.” Although the two tra- 
gedians have already presented “ Julius Cesar” 
since they began: their tour, this perform- 
ance was virtually a new production. The 
acenery was entirely new, having been painted

There are three men in Brooklyn very anxious 
to be the Republican candidate for Sheriff. They 
are ex-United States Marshal Tate, Justice 
Clark D. Rhinehardt, and Robert B. Sedgwick. 
Each succeeded last night in electing friendly 
delegates to the County Convention from bia 
own ward, aud Tate and Rhinehart got many 
more, but neither enough to elect. Sedgewick 
thinks that if the tide sets his way the Tate men 
will be carried over to his column. 

There is only one other fight—that in the Third 
Senatorial District—that excites any interest, 
The present incumbent, Stephen W. Griswold, ia 
making a strong canvass for a renomination, and 
has succeeded in taking some votes supposed to 
have been pledged toex-Supervisor Nathan. But 
here, too, there is a dark horse in the person of 
Eugene F. O'Connor, the young man who spent 
$20,000 last year in an attempt to beat Peter 
Paul Mahoney for Congress.

IV EULOGY OF BEECHER 





THE TRIBUTE OF THE FAMOUS 
ENGLISH PASTOR. 
PLYMOUTH CHURCH LISTENING TO 
PRAISES OF ITS OLD MINISTER AND 

CRITICISING THE ORATOR. 

The Rev. Dr. Joseph Parker, of the City 
Temple, London, delivered a eulogy at the Acad- 
ewy of Music, in Brooklyn, last evening on 

lenry Ward Beecher. The occasion was a very 

teresting one. Not only was there to be honor 

one to the reverend and lamented Pastor, but 
Zbere was to be close inquiry made concerning 
the abilities of the London Pastor in fulfilling so 
§mportant an oratorical task. 

Mr. Parkeris the first poseibility which has 
appeared of filling Mr. Beecher’s pulpit. He is 
the first minister to whom a serious thought has 
inclined among any number of the congregation. 
Consequently there was much interest in the 
occasion of last evening among the members of 
Plymouth Church, and much curiosity among 
those from outside congregations.

} About 8 o'clock the Rev. Charles H. Hall came 
upon the stage from the door in the back of the 
Fetting. He was followed by a man of medium 
height, stout, and ruggedly built to all appear- 
ances, who had a rather heavy English face, 
with small blue eyes. His hair was curly, and 
his forehead, on either side of a central spur of 
eurls, was red and high through partial bald- 
ness. He wore a turn-down collar, under 
svhose ends was tucked an = ordivary 
black necktie. His coat was of black 
broadcloth, and the lower front buttons being 
Duttoned fitted in that ministerial fashion 
avhieb indicates a handkerchief cr a sermon or 
something bulky in the breast pocket. As soon 
‘asthe audience saw this gentleman there was 
general applause of a cordial and energetic 
character. Dr. Halli, after a moment, began to 
elap his hands, too, and the noise of hands was 
renewed. Then Mr. Hallcame forward and in 
the briefest possible manner introduced the 
Rev. Joseph Parker. 
: Mr. Parker was eminently matter of fact. He 
opened his address and began to read it without 
more ado. The first things that attracted atten- 
tion were his voice and his peculiar delivery. 
Tne voice is full and resonant, but is made to go 
through the entire gamut of vucal expression. 
The effect ig at times quite theatrical. When it 
is combined with bis original methods in elocu- 
tion, the result is novel and strange. He has his 
own ideas of Jinzuistic effect in speaking. He 
frequently ends a sentence with a rising inflee- 
tion, making the auditor wonder how he is going 
to get down. He believes in conveying by voice 
adaptation an audible sense of the meaning 
of the word. He snarls when saying 
“snarling” and whirlwinds when saying “ whirl- 
wind.” His voice rises and falls and dies away 
and roars upinaaeries of changes which evi- 
dently follow no law, but are the resuit of long 
pabit. hey are very well adapted to keeping 
the attention of a general audience fixed, some- 
thing in the way that a photographer keeps a 
baby’s eyes fixed by alternating a rattle anda 
tambourine. The effect is not unpleasant. In 
fact, a singular elasticity and adaptability of 
voice often lend a strange and effective strength 
to phrases which would otherwise be common- 
place. It could safely he said, in fact, of last 
evening’s discourse that the voice helped the 
words much more and much oftener than the 
words helped the voice. 

Mr. Parker is essentially a popular preacher 
in his manner. He received a large amount of 
applause last evening, and he spoke in the 
manner of one who is used to applause when 
speaking. He never failed, in uttering a terse 
truth oratelling phrase, to make that slight 
wait at the end of it the opportunity for ap- 
plense which the elocution of the stage has 
made familiar. If the applause came, as it 
usually did, all was well and good. If it did 
not the speaker glidea gracefully over and on- 
ward. Tt was his invariabie habit, however, 
whenever he conceived any sentence to be un- 
usually picturesque or impressive to raise his 
voice and drive it home. 

The character of the eulogy can best be 
indged by the following extracts, which em- 
drace those portions of the address which called 
forth the most marked applause: 

“Here you have adopted the revolting doctrine 
thata man shoula go for what he is worth. You 
care vo more for the Plantagenets than you care for 
the pleseosaurus, and you often act (not always) as 
if you bad no more regard for blue blood than you 
have for a triassic reptile or an entomostraceous 
king crab. * * * Yet yours are the vital and 
noble conditions which make Henry Ward Beechers 

ossible. Henry Ward Beecher never could have 
Caen, in Europe what he was in America. You 
gave him scope; you created opportunities for him; 
your journals multiplied his influence; your whole 
pone appianded and consolidated his independence. 

e must never forget what the Nation did for the 
man, even when we remember most gratefully what 
the man did for the Nation.” 

“TI cannot but think it was well that Henry Ward 
Beecher was a child of midsummer, coming among 
men when the days were longest and the whole 

round was carpeted with flowers. His namemight 
2ave been Midsummer. Ont of that season he never 

assed. It was always June 24 with this child of 
Fiche. The snow that lay upon him was the snow 
of blossoms.” 

“ Boston—that isthmus which, in the imagination 
of envious persons, connects heaven and earth— 
with great condescension toward the latter and some 
lm patience.” 

* Fluency in a preacher is often a disease; in some 
instances it is a crime—aiways a crime when it de- 
ame conscience and prefers its own windiness to 

onest painstaking. Mr. Beecher’s eloquence was 
like the fluency of the Atlantic—a constant motion, 
gwysterious depth, an infinite caress, or an infinite 
aseault.”” 

** But was. not this brilliant orator sometimes con- 
siderel to be uncertain in his theological position ? 
Was he not heretical? unorthodox? irregular? Be- 
fore answering the question, I should like to know 
who putsit. Who are the custodians of orthodoxy? 
Who are the divinely appointed sentinels of truth? I 
am prepared at once to own that Mr. Beecher’s 
theology was impatient of system, form. or what- 
ever looked like finality. He disliked aJjl nar- 
rowness, sectarianism, and heresy-hunting. I will 
go further and say that we did not always know 
where M.. Beecher was in his theological thinking. 
Some of us could not follow him when he entered the 
radiant cloud and passed out of our sight, because 
some of us have no wings, and even those in whom 
ee are budding pinions can only flutter, never 

LN man might deny Mr. Beecher’s formal ortho- 
doxy and think thatin doing so he was doing God 
service, but if any man (1 know none such) could 
question Mr. Beecher’s orthodoxy of heart I should 
or that man that he 1s a liar and the truth is not 

Dp m.”’ 


The moat effective paragraph in the address 
was the followinc: 


“Mr. Beecher was a prophet who had honor in his 
own country. That honor culminated in the tributes 
Ee to his memory ere he was carried to his grave. 

hen we heard of the transformation of Plymouth 
Church in a paradise as the dead body of the immor- 
tal preacher lay there, we said surely this man was 
& poet, or so lovely a crown would not have been 
fashioned in his honor. When we heard the muffled 
drums and the measured tramp of soldiers, aud saw 
the furled and draped banners and watched 500 men 
march to the house of death, we said surely a soldier 
has fallen—a wan, an officer, of whom his comrades 
were prond. When we heard of the Legislature, 
the Senate, and the Assembly adjourning, we said 
surely this man was a politician and a statesman—a 
citizen of high sagacity, a patriot of untainted 
name. When we saw Episcopalians, Congregation- 
alists, Presbyterians, Baptists, Jews, and Papists 
hastening to lay their flowers on his bier, we said 
surely this man had burst the unholy thralls of sect 
and had entered into the liberty of Christ. And 
when we saw the colored clergymen of Brooklyn 
bowed down with sacred grief as they re- 
solved to participate in the honors of the 
memorial, we said surely this man was 
nw philanthropist and an emancipator of 
his brethren. Sohe was. He was a poet and soldier 

’ and statesman, and a deliverer of bondsmen. He 
was great in every aspect; great when he spoke in 
the name of the united nation at Sumter, great 
when he denounced the sin of slavery, great when 
he opened his mouth for the dumb, great when he 
called his mutilated country back to brotherhood and 
mutual trust, great in prayer, great in suffering, 
great when he propounced the matchless eylogy on 
Grant—always great.” 


It required a necul- 
jar gesture to carry it, and the speaker lifted 
the manuscript and swept it down to his side 
with an off-hand, careless curve which was 
searcely dignified as be said:

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TENANTS OF A BIG APARTMENT HOUSE 
FOUND IN GREAT PERIL. 


The tenants of the fine apartment house 
Holbrook Hail, at the southeast corner of Sixty- 
second-street and Fourth-avenue, were startled 
last night by the receipt of the following intima- 
tion of danger from the New-York Life Insur- 
ance Company: ‘ 

“We hereby notify you that we have this afternoon 
received information from our architects which 
leads us to believe that it may not be entirely safe 
for you toremain in Holbrook Hall. This informa. 
tion is the resultof a thorough investigation that has 
been made by us with the view of making the repairs 
rendered necessary by the recent fire in the build- 
ing. We therefore beg leave to notify you that we 
are about to make immeriate and extensive 
alterations and repairs, and that we adyise 
you, for your own protection, that you move 
at = once. While the necessity for this 
notice has arisen from circumstances beyond 
our contro! and for which we are in no way —o 
sible and which we very much regret, we think it 
only fair to say to you that, owing to the sid. 
denness of the notice, we will pay the hotel bills for 
to-night of those who move out at once and will 
make such further provision form immediate and 
necessary expenses as may seem to be equitable.” 

The tenants found awaiting them Mr. Kilpat- 
rick, with A. H. Welch, the Second Vice-President 
of the company, and a detail of policemen, who 


were directed to allay excitement as much as 
possible and keep persons from walking on the 
west side of the avenue. Mr. Welch explained 
that after the fire which occurred on one 
of the upper _ floors two weeks ago 
architects were requested to make @ survey 
to determine what was necessary to put the 
building in perfect repair. They reported last 
evening that the timbers which supported the 
upper floors were disintegrated, and that there 
might be« collapse which would involve, in all 
probability, portions of the structure which 
were yet considered safe. While he was not 
an alarmist, he considered the situation of 
sufficient gravity to wagrant him in advising 
the tenants not to sleep in the building. 

There were 23 out of the 32 fiats let, but many 
of the tenants were at the theatre, and it was 
notuntil midnight that theeighty-oddinrabitants 
of the house were all given notice. A few on 
the lower floors decided to remain; the otbers 
went to the principal hotels. The exact condi- 
tion could not be ascertained last night. 

Mr. Welch hoped that the danger was limited 
to the roof and two upper floors, and that work- 
men could be put to work to-day to lessen the 
danger to the lower part of the structure. Ho 
could not produce the report of the architects, 
Mr. Welch decided to remain in a room off the 
vestibule all night. 

The structure is one of the most pretentious in 
the city. Itis eight storfes high and castellated, 
and its base area is 100 by 100 feet. It was 
built four years ago at a cost of half 
a million of dollars’ by William Van 
Antwerp for the New-York Life  Insu- 
rance Company. It was originally intended 
that a syndicate should erect it, but they got 
into difficulties, and the insurance company, 
having a mortgage on the property, finished@it. 
It was very well tenanted, and among whe 
occupants of the flats were Dr. ©. S& May 
and Thomas Crimmins. The disintegration of the 
timbers was not, Mr. Welch thought, due to 
taulty construction or bad materials. but to at- 
mospheric influences. A further survey may 
reveal that all the timbers are more or less in 
the same condition as those of the upper floors. 





FOURTEEN LIVES LOST. 
ee 
THE PROPELLER CALIFORNIA WRECKED 
ON LAKE MICHIGAN. 
Mackinac City, Mich., Oct. 4.—The pro- 
peller California, commanded by Capt. Trowell, 
left Chicago Saturday nighié bound for Montreal. 
She was laden with 20,000 bushels of corn and 
700 barrels of pork and carried acrew of 22 
persons and also had 3 passengers. She encount- 


ered a heavy wind early Monday morning off the 


Beavers, and at 4 P. M. the sea had increased so 


that it was impossible to steer her, and 300 bar- 


rels of pork were thrown overboard, but with- 
out helping her much. About 11 P. M., when 


just above St. Helena Island, the sea broke in 


the gangways and put out the tires. She then 
swung around in the trough of the sea and be- 
gan breaking up. The Captain ordered the 
boats lowered, but she was so badly listed 
that it was impossible to lowér | but 
one. The Captain went into the cabin 
to get the passengers out, but when he returned 
found that the first mate and several men had 
left with the boat. The steamer now began 
rapidly breaking up, and soon all hands were 
struggling in the water. The Captain and en- 
gineer succeeded in getting a boat loose from 
the wreck and picked up the second engineer, 
cook, and one lady passenger. Their boat drifted 
down alongside the propeller A. Folsom, which 
was anchored under St. Helena, and was picked 
up and brought here. 

Another boat succeeded in getting ashore near 
Point La Barbe. The steamer Faxton picked up 
one man who was drifting duwn the straite on 
some wreckage. Among the lost are George 
Foley, purser; Cornelius Connerton, of Detroit, 
a@ passenger; Ella Pappa, stewardess; Arthur 
Hazard, cabin boy, and Kobert Grant. 

Later infofmation places the number lost at 
14 and the saved 13. The wreck lies a mile 
from shore and a heavy sea is breaking over it. 
The hull is under water, the masts gone, and the 
eabin stands on end. It is thought nearly all the 
bodies will be tound underit. Every one hadon 
life preservers, so the bodies will come ashore 
as soon as they get clear of the wreck. The sur- 
vivors are being tenderly cared for by tarmers. 
Four of the sailors were unconscious when shore 
was reached, and none could walk.

SOME INNOCENT HARTFORD MEN—THE 
CASTLE GARDEN REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Mr. William 
Dickson, who was Speaker of the “ feather 
duster” Legislature when Shepherd used that 
Legislature to make the laws that were drafted 
by the ring managers, has been made the Grand 
Marshal of the ‘‘demonstration’ on Thursday 
in honor of the ‘“boss.’’ The greatest achieve- 
ment of the celebration thus far is the capture 
ofthe Putnam phalanx of Hartford, which is 
here on a visit. It has been announced that the 
good citizens of Hartford who compose the 


phalanx will parade in Shepherd’s honor. 
In consideration of the fact that 
some of _ their neighbors, who knew 
more avout the history of the Shepherd ring 
than the visiting gentlemen, and may ask them 
hard questions upon their return, the@onnec- 
ticut soldiers ought to be furnished with some 
of the reports about Shepherd's rule, and with 
a list of the contractors who made fortunes 
when Shepherd was supreme and are now anx- 
ious to catch all such innocents as the Putnam 
phalanx to helpouta demonstration that is to 
be madegby main force. It is not likely that the 
phalanx will be required to march behind the 
600 [Italian laborers turned out by one of the 
old ring contractors, but they will bea part of 
the same line with those. surprised sons of toil. 


Commissioner Oberly’s letter against the or- 
ganization of public officers into State associa- 
tions bears pretty heavily upon several promi- 


nent New-York men in office. Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Maynard is an active mem- 
ber and pays his dues.

JOHN KLOECKNER MEETS 
HIS WEDDING DAY. 

John Kloeckner, a young resident of 
Brooklyn, who worked for A. S. Barnes, was to 
have been married on Monday at 4 P. M. to Mias 
Annie Gilder, who lived with her mother on 
He had hired and furnished a 
house at 287 Seventeenth-street, Brooklyn, and

he was murdered. Kloeckner told Miss Gilder 
on Monday morning that he was going to New- 
York to draw $600 from asavings bank. 
When he took the money from the Cashier

to be married this afternoon.”

Kloeckner aid not appear in time for the wed- 
ding, and what he did after he left the hank until 
5 o’clock that night is not known.

The theory in Bath is that when Mr. Kloeckner 
left the bank in New-York he was followed by 
sharpers; that he had to go. to Coney Island to 
collect a bill and was followed by the sharpers, 
who succeeded in drugging him and getting his 
money; that when he found his money gone 
he got off the train at Bath and went to Ferneli’s 
place, dazed and excited, to get sufficient to en- 
able him to hasten to Brooklyn, and, not suc- 
eeeding, wandered around aimlessly until some 
of Bath’s young toughs assaulted him in order 
to get the watch which he had been displaying.

SIOUX CITY AND PACIFIC 


JOHN I. BLAIR GIVES SOME 
REOOLLEOTIONS. 
SURPRISING THE PACIFIC ROADS COM- 
MISSION BY OFFERING HIS TESTI- 

MONY TO THEM. 

To the surprise of Sergeant-at-Arms Walsh, 
of the Pacific Railways Commission, a pleasant- 
faced old getleman walked into its offices, at 10 
Wall-street, at noon yesterday, and announced 
himself as Mr. John I. Blair, of Blairstown, N. 
J., the witness whose testimony regarding the 
construction of the Sioux City and Pacific Rail- 
way the commission has been very anxious to 
secure. It was impossible to secure a full board 


to listen to what Mr. Blair had to say, but Com- 
missioner Anderson and the shorthand writer 
Were quickly in attendance, and Mr. Blair’s rec- 
ollections of railroad events in Iowa some 
is iy § oda years back were duly recorded. 

Mr. Blair said he had been connected with the 
Sioux City and Pacific since 1864, having been 
its President from then until 1872. The first 
Directors of the road besides himself were Mor- 
ris K. Jesnp and Mr. Schuchardt, of New-York; 
Platt Smith, of Dubuque, and Mr. Crocker, of 
Oswego. Oakes Ames and A. W. Johnson, of 
Maine, were Directors later. He subscribed for 
considerable stock himself, and put down Oakes 
Ames for 1,000 shares. He afterward got 
the stockholders of the Cedar Rapids Road 
to come in. Then the Iowa Railway Con- 
struction Company, of which he was President 
at the time, subscribed for 10,000 shares, much 
of which was taken off its hands by different in- 
dividuals. ‘* We paid in first,” fhe witness said, 
“$1,791,400, and afterward about $100,000 
more. In all about $1,899,000 was paidin in 
clean cash or stocks.” 

* What is the source,” he was asked, “ from 
Which you get the tigures you have quoted?” 

“I kept a memorandum. I had a private 
book in which I kept memos of the amounts 
paidin. The books were kept at Cedar Rapids, 
and a fire there burned upall our early records.” 

The engineer, William W. Walker, estimated 
the cost at $4,968,120, Mr. Blair said, which 
eovered the road running from Sioux City to 
Fremont, Neb., where it connected with the 
Union Pacific, with shops, machinery, and roll- 
ing stock. In 1867 a contract to build the roaa 
Was made with Oakes Ames and A. C. Blair, a 
son of the witness, they acting for the benefit of 
all the shareholders, then some 60 or 
80 in number, and the witness became a 
Trustee of the contract and did the work. They 
afterward made a distribution of all the assets 
made under this contract and amounting to 
$4,640,720. The witness’s portion amounted to 
about one-fifth, and Oakes Ames received an 
equalamount, Others receiving large amounts 
were Charies A. Lambard, Glidden & Williams, 
William E. Dodge, and John B. Alien. He and 
Oakes Ames were at the time Directors of the 
railroad company. The witness made contracts 
with different parties for iron, fish plates, spikes, 
and other material at prices greatly in excess of 
what rule now. 

** All the business must have been recorded in 
Bset of books,’ Commissioner Anderson sug- 
gested. 

‘Probably a quire of paper would keep all the 
books I wanted,” the witness replied. 

Withbregard to the sale of the road to the Chi- 
cago and Northwestern Railway Company the 
Witness explained that the road wasin a7is- 
carious condition at the time. It had been par- 
alleled, and there were intimations that some 
parties are going to buy up its stock. He con- 
sidered the value of the road now to be avout 
$2,600,000. 


OLERK BROWN’S CERTIFICATES. 


PECULIARITIES FOUND IN THE COMMON 
PLEAS NATURALIZATION BUREAU. 


The Commissioners of Accounts have been 
looking into the accounts of the Clerk’s office of 
the Court of Common Pleas for the period from 
Jan. 1, 1886, to July 1, 1887, and find that the 
fees pail to the City Chamberlain have been 
$650 less than they should have been. This de- 
ficiency is traceable to the naturalization bu- 
reau. The bureau is under charge of two clerks, 


Charles U. O’Connell and John H. Loos, who 
each receive a salary of $2,500a year. Joseph 
H. Brown is a third clerk, who, though not on 
the pay rolls, does not lack for compensation. 
Mr. Brown has several grades of certificates of 
naturalization, more or less artistically adorned. 
hen a person becomes a citizen he seils him 
one for $3 50 or $1 50. Those provided by the 
county cost only 50 cents. The artistic ones are 
popular, and it is estimated that 75 per cent. of 
Bpplicants take them. Mr. Brown is said to 
,sverage something like $1 50 on eacn one. The 
regulation 50 cents goes into the Treasury, of 
course, but Mr. Brown’s profits are estimated at 
$9,000 a year. The Commissioners call atten- 
tion to the fact that, as Mr. Brown is not an 
officer of the court, it is questionable whether 
his acts are legal. Attention is also called to 
the ye office accommodation for this bureau; 
that declarations are not indexed since Sept. 1, 
1886, and that the books are kept in a wooden 
and ‘e closet. The Commissioners reported 
all this to Mayor Hewitt, and he, without read- 
= it, has sent it to the City Record for publica- 


on. 

Qhnief-Justice Larremore, of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, and his colleagues, who knew noth- 
ing of the investigation, said they would do 
nothing unless the matter was brought before 
them in official form. Nathaniel Jarvis, Jr., the 
Clerk of the court, said he should make an in- 
vestigation.

STEAMBOAT OWNERS IN COUNCIL. 
The annual convention of the National 

Boara of Steam Navigation began yesterday at 

the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, with about $40,000,000 

in steamboat interests represented. President 


A.C. Cheney’s report suggested the appoint- 
ment of an arbitration committee to settle con- 
troversies over Collisions instead of going into 
court, The report was favorably received. 

The Executive Committee was directed to pre- 
pare a bill for presentation to Congress designed 
to remedy defects in the legislation now govern- 
ing suits in the United States courts against ves- 
sels for wages or salvage by the process of libel- 
ing.

ASBURY HAWKINS’S CRIME. 


THE DEFENSE LIKELY TO BE A PLEA 
OF INSANITY. 

Now that the murder of Mrs. Cynthia 
Hawkins has been positively fixed upon her son, 
the excitement in the little village of Islip, Long 
Tsland, has cooled down to a great extent. 
it been a stranger upoa whom the crime was 
fastened it is probable that a serious attempt 
would have been made to lynch him, but Asbury 
Hawkins was so well known in the village and 
his family connections so numerous and power 
ful that, after the first frenzy of indignation, the 


yurpose was abandoned. After the fact became 
Seowtt that a confession had been made, peonte 
caught at a palliation of the crime in the sugees- 
tion of insanity. This will probably be the de- 
fense set up on the young man’s behalf at the 
trial. 

Itis believed that the well-to-do and widely 
extended families of the Clocks and Hawkinses 
will use every effort to avert the stigma which 
would attach to their names by the hanging of 
one of their number. Philander J. Hawkins, 
an extensive dealer in real estate, who, with 
Hallett T. Clock and Constable Benjawin, heard 
Asbury’s confession, Intimated that the defense 
would be a plea of insanity. He said Asbury 
was very excitable and of a quarrelsome dispo- 
sition, falling into an uncontrollable rage when- 
ever his will was crossed. Ne attributed this to 
a disorganization of the young man’s phys- 
ieal system, due to a severe illness when achid, 
forthe eure of which he was dosed with large 
quantities of morphine. 

Itis believed by some members of the family 
that Asbury’s immediate motive for the murder 
was the desire to possess his share of the prop- 
erty left to his mother, and that the deed was 
deliberately planned by him just as it was car- 
ried out. There are two incidents which give 
color to this theory. the most prominent being 
his remark to Mr. Snedeker when he hired the 
buggy on Saturday night, that‘he wanted it to 
go to Babylon to meet ‘some friends who were 
coming on a train, a statement that was un- 
true, If his purpose in visiting his mother was 
only to plead with her to consent to his marriage, 
there was no reason why he should not have 
told the livery stable keeper that be was going 
to Islip. A remark which Hattie Shreck is re- 
ported to have made to Mrs. Wickes, of Bay 
Shore, that after Mrs. Hawkins’s death she and 
Asbury would fix up the house in “dandy style,” 
is regarded as indicating that the possibility of 
the mother’s death was @ subject of conversa- 
tion between them. , 

When Asbury was searched, after his arrest, 
$165 in pills was found upon him. It was be- 
lieved by many that he took this money from 
his mother’s pocket before he tumbled her hody 
out of the carriage at the roadside. He denied 
this when it was suggested to him. The matri- 
eide spent Monday night under guard at the 
heme of Constable Benjamin, and was taken to 
Riverhead yesterday morning, and lodged in the 
Suffolk County jail. 

The funeral of Mrs. Hawkins will take place 
at 10:30 A. M. to-morrow, from the Methodist 
Episcopal Church at Islip, of which she was a 
prominent and-hard working member.

CONDUIT WORK DELAYED. 

At the meeting of the Board of Electrical 
Control yesterday the Construction Company, 
through Edward Lauterbach, submitted a com- 
munication detailing a plan for the use of the 
subways and a schedule of rentals.

ferred to Park Benjamin, the Mayor voting no 
on the motion. r. Lauterbach presented a 

lan for the construction of new subways in 

ohn-street, from Nassau-street to Broadway; 
in Eighteenth-street, from First to Seventh 
avenue, and through that part of the city 
bounded by Madison and Eighth avenues and 
from Forty-fifth to Fifty-ninth street. The 
matter was referred to the Chief Engineer of the 
board. Mayor Hewitt alone voted in the neyga- 
tive on a proposition of Commissioner Gibbens 
that the electric light companies who may be 
allowed to erect poles and string wires to carry 
out their contracts with the city for public light- 
ing must bind themselves to sell, at first cost, to 
any other company which may hereafter suc- 
ceed to the public-lighting contract. 

The Mayor made a vigorous onslaught on @ 
proposition to lay subwaysin which the wires 
of the companies to which the city recently 
awarded contracts might be placed; declared 
that he did not believe in the construction of 
the subways by piecemeal, and he thought the 
people of this city were opposed to further dig- 
ging up the streets. A motion to lay the matter 
on the table was lost—the Mayor and Mr. Hess 
voting m the affirmative and Messrs, Gibbens 
and Moss in the negative. The resolution to 
construct the subways was then put and lost 
by the same vote.
